"March 6, 1949. 

"My dear Chaplin, 


"I want to thank you and the members of the Overseas Press Club for the 
honor you did me and your hospitality. I was deeply appreciative and will not 
forget. Mrs. Marshall was equally grateful for your kindness and thoughtfulness. 


"This should be written on that celebrated typewriter but I will have to 
polish up a bit before publicizing my skill. I used to be a pretty fast two 
fingered operator but something seems to be the matter with at least one of the 
fingers. I think it is lack of confidence. 


"We flew down here Saturday in four hours and found sunshine and green 
grass. Very restful surroundings in contrast to New York despite its attractions. 
With my warm regards to you and Miss Hensell, 

Faithfully yours, 
George C. Marshall." 

There is not room in the Bulletin for all of the "Thank You” letters from 
General Stratemeyer, Ambassador Morgenstierne, Senator Lodge and all of our honor 
guests, members and OPC friends who were present. But Louis Lochner assures OPC club 
members that they are too numerous to recount fully here. 


General Wedemeyer promises never to mention the $7.82 bill from the Lotos Club 
again; Mrs. Marshell writes that the General tried the typewriter for the first time 
the other day; members have been calling in about the success of the MGM and Warner- 
Pathe newsreel on the dinner and the NBC television shots of it; Dean Acheson, 
Secretary of State, wrote that Bill Chaplin did a fine job as toastmaster; Paul 
Hoffman was glad he was not called upon to speak; Ambassador Tarchiani of Italy was 
pleased to have taken part in an event aimed at paying tribute to General Marshall; 
quotes from the letters could go on for pages....

Several more stories about the Banquet: C.C. Philippe of the Waldorf wanted to 
surprise the OPC and sent in a towering birthday cake with ten candles for the 
dinner. Chaplin looked over his shoulder at the waiters carrying the cake on their 
arms and said "What is all this?" General Marshall did the same. Finally, after the 
head waiter whispered into the ears of the head table the birthday story, the mys- 
tery was solved and everybody went on eating Cherries Jubilee and petits fours..... 

GENERAL MARSHALL in a serious note to his speech said that foreign correspondents 
must realize that the government of the United States carries on its diplomatic re- 
lations in full view of a critical American press and radio. There are no secret 
negotiations as in many other countries and therefore, our State Department especial- 
ly and every one of the other government departments are wide open first to our own 
barbs and then to those of other countries, 

CHARLES COLTMAN, now stationed in Bangkok as Regional Representative for the FAD 
covering that part of the world, begs to differ with Stan Swinton in the fact that 
Alex Macdonald of AP is the only experienced journalist in Siam. "Mac may be the 
only experienced American journalist in Siam but what about Alex WU of Central News 
of China and Jim Taylor of Reuters, who might take exception to being called "inex- 
perienced"” writes COLTMAN.
